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School committee cuts $325k

In a brief but well attended 
meeting Tuesday night 
Wilmington School Committee 
members cut a total $325,200 
from next year's school budget, 
leaving $14,800 still to be deleted 
at their next regular meeting on 


May 22 
The cuts came after their 
proposed $9.8 million budget 


failed to pass town meeting. 

Largest cuts came in non: 
salaried items such as textbooks 
and art and library materials 
Also scrapped was a costly plan 
to house next year's ninth 
graders at the intermediate 
schools, with no substitute plan 
decided. 

Overall, members of the 
Central Administration felt that 
cuts should be made in areas 
that have the least impact on 
direct services to students 
‘Thus, they also proposed cutting 
such items as a new mini van. 
junior high late bus, the 
unemployment account, a new 
high school secretarial position, 
and contracted services to 
repair outdated audio-visual 
equipment, all of which passed 
unanimously 

Items slated for cutbacks but 
failing to pass included two 
junior high aides, a matron and 
patron at the high school and an 


attempt to save $9,800 by 
charging user fees to any 
student participating in in 


terscholastic athletics 

Lessening the impact of the 
various deletions was the news 
that $110,000 is presently left in 
this year's budget. According to 
Dr. Carol Sager, school 
superintendent, they will stop all 
purchase orders and attempt to 
extend this money over the next 
year to purchase some of the 
Weleted items 


After the meeting, Sager 
decried the ) cul in school 
textbooks. “Teachers without 
textbooks don't do the job.”” she 
explained 

Committee Member Shirley 
Callan echoed this feeling 


during the meeting when she 
asked, “how much further can 
we cut textbooks” She said she 
felt such a large deletion was

plans to 


convert 


old senior center 
to day care center 


Plans to convert the Old 
Senior Citizen Drop-in Center at 
974 Main Street into a day care 
center have been dropped, 
selectmen were told recently. 

Local women, Carol Ware and 
Carol Cooke, agreed to lease the 
vacant building from the town to 
start a day care center, but 
reported in a letter recently that 
they have been unable to 
overcome the last few hurdles in 
putting their plans together. 

In the letter, the pair cited 
problems with insurance as a 
reason for the decision to scrape 
their plans. They thanked the 
board for giving them the op- 
portunity to try the venture and 
thanked board members for 
assisting them. 

A few days after receiving 
that letter, the board received 
other proposal for use of the 
building. Kathleen Auchterlonie 
of Main St., Tewksbury 
proposed using the building as a 
residence for her, her sister and 
their children, 

In her letter to the board, 
Auchterlonie said she would like 
to stay in Tewksbury as her and 
her sister's children attend the 
North Street School and would 
like to remain there. 

However, rather than seek 
another tenant for the building, 
the board agreed to study the 
possibility of using the space for 
municipal purposes. Selectman 
Paul Sullivan, noting that sever! 
town departments aM in a need 
of additional space, suggested 
the board study whether the Old 
Senior Center could be used to 
provide some of that space. 

Selectman Chairman Tom 
Girard agreed with the study, 
but said the study should not 
take more than one month to 


complete. Girard said the 
determination of whether the? 
building could be used by the 
town should be made quickly 
because the building could 
otherwise provide income to the 
town from commercial uses 

Girard appointed Sullivan and 
Selectman Charlie Coldwell to 
investigate the possibility of 
putting the building to town use 
or commercial use. 

Sullivan said the building's 
central location near other 
municipal buildings and the 
center of town make the building 
attractive for headquarting a 
town department 

He mentioned the space 
starved building department as 
one solid possibility. The 
building department, he said, 
works somewhat independent of 
other town offices and could 
easily be set off from the rest of 
the departments. 

Other town offices, he said, 
are more intertwined. Residents 
making visits to the assessors 
sometimes also must visit the 
town clerk and treasurer, he 
said, thus making it necessary 
to keep all those space starved 
offices in one building for the 
convenience of the residents. 

However, Building Inspector 
William Granfield has shown 
little enthusiasm for moving out 
of the public works building 

Other town departments 
currently in town hall are also 
looking for additional space. 
Sullivan and Coldwell will in- 
vestigate whether any of those 
departments could be housed in 
the 974 Main Street address. 
They will also apparently re. 
address the possibility of shif 
ting the building department 
there

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Building inspector questions why . 
plumbing inspector works for health board 


The Tewksbury Board of 
Health and building inspector 
are currently trying to deter. 
mine whois in charge of the man 
who is in charge of plumbing 
inspections. 

Dave Sargent has held the 
part time job of plumbing in- 
spector in Tewksbury for the 
past 13 years. He was appointed 
to the job by the board of health 
in 1972, and, after a recent town 
meeting vote, he is now to be 
paid on a per fee basis. His 
salary is a portion of the fees he 
collects for the town, He had 
previously been paid a straight 
salary from the health board's 
budget, but worked out of the 
building inspector's office. 

The recent town meeting vote 
to change the way he is paid has 
raised questions over who's 
budget will the funds to pay him 
come from and who will be 
responsible for setting the fee 
his salary will be based on. 

The per fee basis of payment 
for Sargent was voted after 
Sargent had performed several 
sewer hook up inspections, but 
found himself unable to collect a 
portion of the sewer inspection 
fee as the extra pay for his extra 
work 

With the advent of public 
sewerage in town, the plumbing 
inspector's job has been 
enlarged in scope. Someone has 
to inspect every house before 
and after they are connected to 
the public sewer to énsure the 
proper work has been done. 

That inspection makes sure 
the building’s plumbing is 
adequate enough to be hooked 
into the sewer and often means 
several inspections of the some 
home 
Errors can occur, and the 
danger is real. The board of 
health has had conversations on 
the subject for the past several 
months. The building inspector 
says that because plumbing 
inspections are part of building 
inspection, the plumbing in 
spector should report to him and 
work within his budget 

Meanwhile, Sargent\has been 
inspecting the plumbing in 
homes as they hook up to the 
town sewers, Se~Tar he has 
completed 115 Homes, and has 
not been paid for any of the 
work 


The board of health did 
establish a fee - $30. But no one 
it seems, has been billed 


because of the dispute as to who 
is in charge. ‘The question will 
become acute on July 1, the 
beginning of the next fiscal year 
when departmental budgets 
take effect. 

William Granfield, building 
inspector, wrote a letter to the 
board of health on May 13. He

reiterated his position that the 
plumbing inspector is a member 
of .the Building Department, 
even though he is paid by the 
Board of Health. 

Granfield enclosed a copy of a 
town meeting vote of November 
13, 1974. Article 12, voted in the 
affirmative, amended the 
Tewksbury Bylaws, so that the 
selectmen should annually 
establish the fees for building 
permits, unless otherwise 
provided for by statute, or the 
State Building Code 

And because he considers 
plumbing inspections are part of 
the building department, 
Granfield feels selectmen 
should be responsible for setting 
the inspection fee 

Granfield’s letter induced 
quite a discussion in the Board 
of Health meeting Monday 

Dave Sargent pointed out that 
the only thing it applied to was 
the sewer inspections. He has 
been paid except for that item. 

The big question, of course. 
was who runs the plumbing 
inspector? Joan Dunlevy had 
quite a bit to say. 

Her point was that the board 
of health should continue to do

Voters reject plan 
to halt building 


A move to require Tewksbury 
builders to provide artesian 
wells for all new construction for 
three years or until the town 
resolves its water crisis failed to 
tind favor last week at a town 
meeting session packed with 
construction workers. 

The workers, who were ap: 
parently waiting in the hall 
outside the auditorium, filed in 
en masse when Moderator 
William Hurton read off article 
52 as the next to be considered 

Supporters of the article cited 
the current drought situation 
“We don't want to see the new 
water plant inadequate betore it 
is built,” said one voter 

Those opposed to it pointed out 
that the moratorium would 
cripple Tewksbury’s building 
industry and adversely affect 
the town's economy 

Selectman Tom Girard 
assured voters that “long term 
solutions’ have been taken. A 
liltration plant guaranteed to 
produce 3.5 million gallons of 
water a day will be on line ina 
year and a half, he said 

In the meantime, said 
Selectman William Hallisey, 
South Street wells have been 
reopened giving an additional 
1.3 million gallons of water into 
the system and the city of Lowell 
has completed a 16 inch water 
main which can provide 
Tewksbury with up to three 
million gallons 

The article was indefinitely 
postponed on a loud voice vote 

In other action, the final two 
sessions of the annual town 
meeting indefinitely postponed 


four remaining rezoning ar- 
ticles, appropriated $135,500 to

The Aldrich House on Aldrich 
Road in Wilmington may be 
described as being an ample 
farmhouse. Aldrich Road was 
obviously named after the 
family which dwelt there. Yet 
not much is known about it 

Until recently it was the home 
of Charles Duffy. The property 
has been sold, and a subdivision 
known as Tomahawk Drive is 
now under construction, The 
house will be torn down. 

Some Town Crier readers may 
assume that the Aldrich House 
is a part of the Jaquith heritage, 
in Wilmington. Such is not the 
case 

It just happens to be standing 
near the site of the 1665 home of 
the Jaquith family, a home that 
s long since disappeared 
Abraham Jaquith lived in 
Charlestown, and by 1659 he was 
living in Woburn, or, as he 
spelled the name, Oburne. The 
story has recently been told by 
the Jaquith family in a book 
published with the aid of the 
New England Historic 
Genealogical Society 

Abraham Jaquith may have 
beén living at the Aldrich Road 
site before 1665. He believed he 
lived in Woburn. He attended the 
Woburn church, but the site was 
in Billerica, within the limits of 
the Shawsheen line, established 
about 

Abraham died in 1676. 
Jaquith family surmise 
lived in Woburn for 20 ye 
possibly more.

Tewksbury planners okay one condo SWEAT 
project, delay decision on other 


Construction plans for one 
condominium project . were 
signed into effect Monday while 
approval of a special permit for 
the last phase of another was 
delayed, 

The Tewksbury Planning 
Board Monday signed revised 
construction pians for the 84 unit 
Pheasant Hunt project off North 
Street. A required special 
permit for the project, located 
just north of the railroad tracks 
on North Street, has already 
been approved by the board 

A vote on the issuance of a 
required special permit for the 
last phase of the 300 unit’ Indian 
Ridge project off Shawsheen 
Street has been delayed while 
the board awaits the building 
inspector's comments on the 
proposed construction plans. It- 
is expected the special permit 
will be issued once the building 
inspector files his written 
comments. 

The plans for Pheasant Hunt 
reflect a slight change in the 
road layout. That change was 
necessitated when the Mass. 
Electric Company refused to 
allow the road to cross under a 


power lige easement on the site. 
On plans called for the 
road t@ Téép through the 14 acre 


site and provide two entrance 
points off North Street. A small 
portion of the loop would have 
been placed in a power line 
easement that Mass. Electric 
plans to work on in the near 
future. 
Without authority to cross the 
easement, the _ project's 
developer, Robert Sullivan of 
Bradford Development, 
changed the road layout to a cul 
de-sac with one entry point from 
North Street 
Althoug)) the board seemed in 
agreement to issue the needed 
special permit for the Indian 
Ridge project, they delayed the 
vote because Building Inspector 
William Granfield has yet to file

the right to review the proposed 
plans and comment on them 
before the planning board 
renders a decision. 

Granfield has told Town 
Planner Charles Frederiksen 
that he has been delayed in 
reviewing the proposed plan 
because of a flury of activity in 
his office. 

Because of that activity, 
Grantfield reportedly has not had 
the time to review the proposed 
plans for the final phase of In- 
dian Ridge. The bylaw allows 
the building inspector 35 days in 
which to review the plans after 
their official submission to the 
planning board. Some 13 days 
remain on that clock. 

However, developer Mickey 
Sullivan told the board he'd like 
to get approval of the special 
permit as soon as possible. But 
Sullivan was {old that the way 
the bylaw is worded, Granfield 
apparently could successfully 
block the permit if it were ap- 
proved before he had a chance to 
comment on it. So, the board 
agreed to wait for his comments 
rather than put the approval in a 
cloud of doubt 

The final phase of the project, 
which includes the construction 
of 66 townhouse units and 24 
garden style apartment units, 
will be built directly across from 
unils built in the first phase of 
the project and already. ac- 
cupied. 

Sullivan said he'd like to start 
construction on the final phase 
before the dry weather of July 
and August sets in. Construction 
during dry weather, Sullivan 
said, could blow large amounts 
of dust across the site and into 
the already occupied units 
causing an inconvience for the 
exisiting residents 

As things stand now, con 
struction could not start until at 
least 21 days after the special 
permit is issued. The 21 day 
period is an appeal period in 
which anyone opposed to the 
plan can file a legal appeal of its 
approval 

If the permit were issued

Many children mispronounce 
certain words, have difficulty 
following directions, or tend to 
form sentences that seem im- 
mature for their age 

Parents who have questions 
about their children’s verbal 
abilities can get answers at the 
free speech/language screen- 
ings available through Choate- 
Symmes Health Services 

In conjunction with ‘Better 
Speech and Hearing Month” 
(May), Choate-Symmes _re- 
minds parents that screenings 
are available by appointment at 
all three of its facilities: Sym. 
mes Hospital in Arlington, 
Choate Hospital in Woburn, and 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. 

“While it costs nothing to have 
a child screened at Choate 
Symmes, it could be very costly 
to the child psychologically and 
educationally if his/her speech 
or language problem were 
allowed to persist,”” explains 
Becky Payton, M.A., CCC, chief 
speech pathologist for Choate. 
Symmes 

“The pre-requisite speech and 
language skills must be intact 
for later learning skills to de- 
velop normally,” Payton con 
tinued. 

Approximately 60 percent of 
the children seen through the 
screening program exhibit 
significant speech and/or lan 
guage delays and are referred 
for therapy 


Approximately 95 percent of 
those children who receive 
therapy show significant to 
outstanding improvement 

Julie, age three, was brought 
in for screening by her mother 
to the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington. Julie’s mother was 
concerned by the fact that her 
daughter’s speech was prac 
tically unintelligable 

In the thorough evaluation 
which preceded therapy, Julie 
was found to have completely 
normal and receptive skills. 
From her discussion with Julie’s 
mother, the speech therapist 
learned that the child_ was 
becoming progressively 
frustrated in her attempts to 
communicate. The therapist's 
evaluation pinpointed Julie's 
problem to be one of poor tongue 
control.

Alternatives to plowing and seeding 


Lawn renovations 


If the lawn has deteriorated 
this winter, there may be 
another solution aside from 
plowing it up and seeding or 
sodding. Don't be too hasty. A 
lawn often can be renovated 
without ‘using’ these drastic 
measures. Fertili weeding 
and seeding may be enough 
However, a conscientious pro 
gram must be followed. 

The main problem with many 
lawns is the build up of thatch 
Thatch is an accumulation from 
stems and roots. It contains 
more woody material and does 
not dacompose as fast as grass 
clippings. Thatch prevents air 
water and fertilizer from 
reaching roots in proper quan 
tities. This weakens the lawn 
and makes it vulnerable to in 
sects and disea thin layer 
of thatch is desireable because it 
decreases water evaporation 
temperature changes and 


creates a mat, providing a cush 
ion effect. Thatch can be 
removed by raking or with 


power dethatchers

When mowing, do not remove 
more than half of the foliage at a 
time. A desired height for a lawn 
is one and one/half inches. At 
this length, the lawn can build 
up an extensive root system to 
withstand drought that may oc 
cur in summer. This length also 
inhibits germination of weed 
seeds by shading 

Mid-May to early June, weeds 
are actively growing. At this 
time, apply a fertilizer with a 
weed control. This will elimi 
nate problem weeds and en 
courage spread of healthy 
grass. If a liquid herbicide is us. 
ed, caution must be used. near 
ornamental plants to prevent 
damage. 

If re-seeding has not been 
done by May 1, wait until fall.

posed to be about a young 
woman proving she can make it 
ina man's world. Instead it is an 
unfunny comedy about a 
teenage girl in drag trying to get 
a teenage boy to fall in love with 
her. 

Joyce Hyser is Terry, the 
teenaged feminist who wants 
her entry to a journalism contest 
sponsored by the local paper 
reconsidered. She wants to win 
the prize of a summer intern 
ship, and feels her entry not 
properly considered because of 
her sex.

One 
gawky boy is always carrying a 
reptile, and two dim-wits (Arye 
Gross and Robert Fieldsteel) 
wear nerdy replicas of space 
suits and communicate through 
their own bizarre language 
These are not funny bits 

Even sadder are the cast 
members who look like they 
haven't seen the inside of a high 
school for 10 years. Clayton 
Rohner as the romantic lead, 
William Zabka as the leader of 
the bad guys and Leigh Mc- 
Closkey as Terry's beau all have 
important parts in the film, and 
all are unbelievable because of 
their ages. McCloskey you may 
even recognize, as he has been 
making a living flashing his per- 
fectly capped teeth through silly 
teen movies for a while now, and 
was last seen in Fraternity 
Vacation. 

One wonders why the director 
Lisa Gottlieb napped through 
production, and missed the fact 
that the casting couldn't have 
been worse.

The supposed plot in this of 
fensive piece of trash deals with 
three astronauts who are c 
cling the earth during and after 
the war. The special effects are 
obviously nothing more sophis 
ticated than paper and glue, not 
enhanced by miserable camera 
work. There is one scene in 
particular when the space ship 
is supposed to be falling apart 
and it is pitifully obvious that the 
actors are simply grimacing

Aside from being a class A 
cheapo, . writer/director Paul 
Donovan proves that he is not 
the kind of guy you would want 
to bring home to meet your 
mother.
